FOUNT AND FREEZER. 


SECRETS 
OF SODA W ATER AND TH E 
“ FIZZ” THEREOF. 


F o p a l a r L ig ht Drink» for A ll Seasons— 
Good and Bad F lavoring E xtracts— 
New Sodas and C arbonated IT Ine» 
—A Profitable B usiness. 


[Chicago News.] 
Soda water, until witbin a limited period, 
has been exclusively a summer luxury. Ice­ 
cream has made its appearance at all man­ 
ner of festivals, whether in cold or warm 
weather, within the memory of man. 
In 
fact, no one ever asks when ice-cream had 
a beginning or by whom it was invented. 
Soda water, as every one knows, is distinctly 
an American invention. 
Authorities disa­ 
gree in regard to the exact time and locality 
of its invention. 
Some declare its birth­ 
place to have been New York and others 
Boston. Its age is estimated to be about fifty 
vears. So many changes and improvements 
have been made in soda water during the 
last five or six years that it i* now recog­ 
nized as a winter beverage as well as a re­ 
freshing summer drink. 
Hot soda of almost 
every variety is to be had during the cold 
months. 
Delicious 
hot chocolate mixed 
with cream is turned bubbling from the 
fountain, and also strong coffee and beef 
tea. 
In the summer drinks there i* con­ 
stant improvement. 
Nearly every individ­ 
ual dealer of enterprise has some special 
drink of his own. 
Very few persons charge 
the waters used in their fountains them­ 
selves. 
This is done by wholesale manu­ 
facturers and the water delivered in the 
generators to the retailers. 
‘‘The trouble with much of the soda water 
sold,” said a druggist, as he stood behind his 
bright, new fou ntain, “ is in tho flavoring 
of the sirups. 
Now soda water, as every 
physician will attest, is a most healthful 
drink. 
It is made by the action of sulphuric 
acid on bicarbonate of soda. 
This produces 
carbonic acid gas, 
which is thoroughly 
shaken with water, washed, and put into 
block-lined founts. 
The reason that sweet­ 
ened and flavored soda waters sometimes 
occasion disturbances of the stomach and 
head aches is that the sirup3 are flav ored 
with chemical products instead of pure fruit 
juice3. 
Pure fruit juices are cheaper than 
the compositions, but it takes considerable 
more work to make them. 
Therefore, many 
d ruggists prefer to use the chemical com­ 
position s. It is sheer laziness on the part of 
the d ruggist that causes him to do so. ’ 
“Which is the most popular flavor?” 
‘•Van illa, by all odds. 
We sell ten glasses 
of van illa to one of any other flavor. 
And, 
by the way, the extract from the vanilla 
bean is extremely healthful, but there is a 
spurious extract which is palmed 
off by 
manufacturers extensively as made from 
the van illa bean which is far from being 
conducive to health. 
It is made from tho 
Tonqua bean. 
Next to vanilla 
in popular­ 
ity are lemon and pineapple. 
The Hwedes 
always 
call 
for 
for 
raspberry 
or 
strawberry. 
I 
don’t 
believe 
I 
sell 
six glasses 
of anything else to 
Swedes 
d urin g the season. 
It is not the flavor 
they care 
for 
but the 
color 
which 
catches them. 
The brighter the hue of the 
soda water the finer they think it U. 
The 
Swedes are great patrons of the soda-water 
fountains. 
Often a couple will come in, and 
each drink three or four glasses of raspberry 
or strawberry before going out. 
The man 
invariably sits down opposite to the foun 
tain, while the girl gives the order and then 
carries his glass over to him. 
When they 
have satisfied themselves he will pull out a 
great pocket book, select with extreme cau­ 
tion the right amount, and give it to the 
girl, who hands it over the counter. 
“ Is sarsaparilla especially healthy f* 
“It is n ot unhealthy, but the idea that the 
soda-water sarsaparilla is a blood purifier is 
all bosh,” replied the 
druggist, 
with a 
laugh. 
“ Certainly, sarsaparilla is a blood 
purifier, but there’s no sarsaparilla in the 
« od a water sold under the name of that 
flavor. 
It is a mixture of sassafras and 
wmtergreea. 
Sarsaparilla and iron is one 
of the n ew drinks. 
Also, raspberry vine 
gar, iced bouillon, and 
eg g phosphate 
Iced bouillon is simply plain soda with a lit­ 
tle fluid extract of beef stirred into it 
Egg 
phosphate is merely acid phosphate with a 
raw egg stirred in, the same as is some 
times d on e in lemonade.” 
“ Of what is mead composed?” 
“Hon ey, sarsaparilla and spicea. 
Sherbet 
is a mixture of sirups and wine; solforino of 
whisky and sirup. 
This is also called ‘hire 
sirup’ an d ‘white soda.’ 
Do you know that 
wines are carbonated to a great extent as 
well as waters?” continued the maker of soda 
waters. 
“ It is a fact 
The same kind of 
gen erator is used for the purpose as that 
used for carbonating waters. It is an absurd 
ilea, too. that these artitically impregnate 1 
wines are inferior to the wine« in which car­ 
bon ic acid gas is generated by age and care­ 
ful han d lin g.

are about half. 
A glass of plain soda ouly 
costs ti.e maker one-tenth of a cent

-trap, flavors, and cream are what add to 
the expen se. A glass of mineral water 
costs 1 en L But few mineral waters are 
genuine. 
The imitation* are almost identi­ 
cal, however, with the original, as druggists 
have tha formula to the 1-1,030 part of a 
cram. 
Ginger alo cost* 1 X 
a glass. A 
tine champagn e from native-grape juice can 
U produced with the aid of a generator for 
4 cen ts a glass.” 
“There are from 900,000 to 800,000 gallon * 
o? ice-cream mad e in Chicago d urin g the 
summer season ,” » aid a wholesals man u- 
iacturo. 
“Almost the en tire city i* sup­ 
plied ty five or six man ufacturers. 
The« *» 


are a few persons who have bakeries or 
caudy-abops who make their own ice-croam, 
but the bulk 
is supplied 
by wholesale 
dealer . 
The wholesale price of ice-cream 
i* $ 1 per gallon for the ordinary kinds* and 
$ 1 25 for that known as ’New York.' This 
kind is in reality a boiled custard. 
The 
difference between it and the other is that 
eggs are used in its composition, and that it 
i* cooled. 
There are more fancy creams 
such as fruit shapes and Neapolitan, sold in 
winter than iu summer, for there are more 
entertainments, but we sell fifty gallons in 
summer to one in winter. Neapolitan cream 
is merely the different colors and flavor* 
put in between two pieces of tin in layers 
and frozen that way. 
It is removed from 
the tins by pressing them with cloths that 
have been dipped in hot water.”

of ad vertisemen ts were brought, an d after 
purchase they would be thrown asid e by the 
customer, an d the merchan t could tell just 
what med ium had ben efited him.

stitute for beer saloon s, are frequen t. 
There 
are said to 1h? :H,000 licen sed pulque shops 
in the city, or on e for every 100 in habitan ts, 
besid es n umerous bar-rooms, where other 
beverages are sold . 
Pulque (pron oun ced pooikee) is the n ation al 
d rin k, an d is the fermen ted milk of the 
cactus. 
Eighty thousan d gallon s are said to 
bo sold in Mexico every d ay, an d d ouble that 
amoun t on Sun d ays an d sain ts’ d ays. 
It is 
a sort of combin ation of starch an d alcohol, 
looks like well-watered skim milk, an d tastoa 
like yeast. 
It coats but a pen n y a glass, or 2 
cen ts a quart, so th at it is within the reach of 
the humblest citizen , an d he d rin ks vast 
quan tities of it. 
Five cen ts worth will make 
a peon (as all the n atives are called ) as happy 
as a lord , an d 10 cen ts worth will sen d him 
reelin g in to the arms of a policeman , who 
secures him an en gagemen t to work for the 
govern men t for ten d ays without compen sa­ 
tion .

A Nebraska correspon d en t wishes to kn ow 
the process of makin g whisky. 
The grain , 
com, or rye, for in stan ce, is groun d between 
a pair of ord in ary millston es. 
The meal 
thus obtain ed is mixed in an iron tub with 
barley m alt in the proportion of 4 bushels of 
meal to 2 of malt, an d 7."> gallon s of water 
at a temperature of 150 d egrees Fahren heit. 
After washin g, as it is called , for an hour 
an d a half 50 gallon s more of water are 
ad d ed , at a temperature of IPO d egrees. 
Two hour * later, the mixture havin g settled , 
two-third s of the liquor, which is kn own as 
lieer, is d rawn off in to shallow vats an d 50 
gallon s of water are poured in to the tub at 
a temperature of 190 d egrees. 
In an hour 
an d a half this is d rawn off an d bO gallon s 
of boilin g water are i*>ured in . 
In 20 
min utes all the beer in the tub is d rawn < ff, 
an d as the last lot is very weak it must 
either be boiled d o*vu to the stren gth of the 
beer obtain ed before, or it may be ured with 
a fresh lot of meal in stead of water. 
The 
beer from tho shallow vats is cooled d own to 
a ten .]*erature of 70 d egrees, an d then on e 
gallon of yeast is ad d ed for each P» 0 gallon * 
of beer. 
When the mixture has fermen ted it is 
read y for d istillation , which is d on e by boil­ 
in g it in a boiler an d con d en sin g the steam 
by run n in g it in to eoolei-s, which in former 
d avs were lon g coils <>f cop|>or pipe run n in g 
through tan ks of cold water, from which 
arose the n ame of the worm of the still. 
Th^ con d en sed steam is simply raw whisky. 
It possesses the most d isagreeable taste, an d 
will kill at forty rod s ran ge, but it is n ever­ 
theless d iluted an d sold in the cheap saloon s. 
The acrid taste of raw whisky is d ue to 
the presen ce of certain greasy prod ucts of i 
d istillation an d light alcohols mixed , which 
are kn own by the n ame of fusil oil. 
There 
prod ucts 1» >11 at 172 d egrees, while the 
u my lie alcohol, or the real stuff, requires a 
temperature of '¿ 7 0 d egrees. 
By red istilla­ 
tion the fusil oil is separated . 
It may also 
he elimin ated by run n in g the raw whisky 
titreugh gran ulated charcoal that has be« *» 
previously heated . 
Whisky i>> therefore 
simply alcohol of a peculiar flavor d ue to 
the Aub.« tan c*is from which it was d erived , 
an d d iluted , when hon estly mad e, with about 
25 per cen t, of water an d some of the pro­ 
d ucts of d istillation other than tho pure 
amylie alcohol.

While our citizens are all intensely 
anxious concerning the location of the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home, hoping that 
Dixon may be the lucky place, there ap­ 
pears jn the Dixo n S u n 
an ungentlemanly 
and uncalled for insult to every member 
of the locating commission. 
The insult 
is copied from a paper which is paid for 
insulting and slandering people, but the 
S u n endorses it and adds in its own edi­ 
torial remarks thereon still greater insult 
to Governor Oglesby as well as the entire 
commission which he selected to locate 
the Soldiers’ Home. 
If the members of 
the locating commission should read the 
S u n 's 
editorial insults printed yesterday, 
the day that they were in our city, it i9 
not unreasonable to suppose that they 
would feel so indignant against Dixon on 
account of such treatment that they 
would reject this city’s bid. 
The result 
of the S u n 's 
insult might, at least, be 
such as to turn enough members against 
us as to defeat our efforts. 
The S u n yes­ 
terday endorged an insrU directed against 
the commission and a slander against 
every member of the Board, and as news­ 
papers claim and sometimes are supposed 
to voice the people who support it, that 
slander will be, to a certain extent, credit 
ed to this entire community. Dixon needs 
the friendship of every member of that 
commission and the fileidship of Gover­ 
nor Oglesby; and, aside from that fact, as 
this city was given a member of the Board, 
is it not ingratitude now to insult the 
man w^o thus favored us? It matters not 
whether this insult in the S un comes from 
a lack of judgement or mere spite, its re­ 
sults in either case will be the same and 
it is very unfortunate that Dixon has such 
antagonistic elements to contend with 
here in its own midst. 
The prosperity of 
cities, towns and communities depend up­ 
on the united action of its people in pub­ 
lic enterprises. 
No 
city can prosper 
where jealousies and selfishness keep its 
people in constant tr moil. 
We believe 
that a united action on the part of this 
people would place Dixon side by side 
with any city in this section of the State; 
but its prosperity can not be looked for 
with a public journal slandering its col­ 
leges; maligning managers of its fairs, and 
insulting State commissioners who come 
here for the purpose of sel ding ground, 
perhaps here in our midst, for an impor­ 
tant State institution.
